specimen  with  an  excellent  pedigree:  Ex  H.  O.  Granberg,  illus- 
trated on  Plate  11  of  the  ANS  Catalogue  of  their  1914  Exhibit  of 
United  States  and  Colonial  Coins.  Showing  complete  hog  in  detail 
as  well  as  all  letters  of  the  legend,  with  the  exception  of  the  E of 
SOMMER  which  is  usually  very  weak.  The  first  S of  ISLANDS  is 
always  seen  as  a blur,  and  it  is  this  cataloguer's  guess  that  it  was 
originally  cut  backwards  and  then  recut  properly.  The  ship  on  the 
reverse  shows  all  details  with  the  exception  of  two  portholes, 
evidently  due  to  the  fact  that  it  has  a wrinkle.  One  of  the  nicest 
we've  seen  and  on  par  or  superior  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  (March,  1973)  or  Charles  Jay  (October  1967)  specimens.

The  next  appearance 
of  this  variety  was  in  the  1957  ANA  Convention  sale  (Federal  Coin 
Exchange),  lot  #2,  which  is  THIS  SPECIMEN.  Eric  Newman,  in  his 
Secret  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Shilling  (ANS  NNM  #142,  1959), 
describes  and  illustrates  this  variety,  giving  it  the  Noe  1 -D  designa- 
tion, noting  at  that  time  that  only  these  two  specimens  were 
known.  To  date,  and  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  no  others  have 
been  discovered.  A lovely  specimen,  sharply  struck  on  both  sides 
on  a smooth  clean  planchet.

used.  Though  a pewter  (or  lead  as  Crosby  referred  to  it)  specimen 
was  recently  sold  at  Public  Auction  for  $1 0, 500. 00,  we  cannot  recall 
the  appearance  of  a brass  specimen  in  recent  years.  Perfectly 
centered  and  well  struck,  so  that  all  lettering  and  devices  are 
clear.
